But we would press on, as best 
we could, "wfth buckets'ia hand, and 
even with this poor appliance frequently 
saved property from destruction. Ne- 
cessity, however, seemed to demand bet- 
ter appliances, and the first step taken in 
that direction, was the purchase by the 
city council of a Hook and Ladder out- 
fit. A volunteer company was organ- 
ized to man tbe "rig, and it ha) been 
kept up and doue good service ever since. 
After the completion of our water 
works three hose companies were or- 
ganized and equipped, with an expense 
to tbe city that was but trifling in com- 
parison with tbe amount of protection 
afforded. 
Great credit is certainly due to the 


members of the fire department for the 
work they have done, and to some of our 
enterprising citizens for the encourage 
mcnt and aid they have.afforded in the 
organization and maintenance of the de- 
partment, especially when considering 
tbe little aid it ban received from the 
revenue of the city. 


We are all glad to see the Interest ta-
